Denton  lies  in  the  extreme  South  East  corner  of  Lancashire. 

The  River  Tame,  a tributary  of  the  River  Mersey,  forms  the 
southerly  and  easterly  boundaries  of  the  district  and  the  County 
boundary  between  Lancashire  and  Cheshire. 

TVhilst  the  town  centre  is  a mixture  of  industrial  and 
residential  properties  the  East  and  West  Vferds  are  almost  entirely 
residential.  The  chief  industries  in  the  area  are  hat  manufacturing, 
storage  batteries,  filtration  and  ventilation  plants,  plastics, 
sheet  metal,  cotton,  leather  and  other  goods. 


Manchester  Corporation  made  a Compulsory  Purchase  Order  for 
land  at  Haughton  Green  on  which  to  build  1,31^  dwellings.  294  houses 
were  completed  in  1964.

Adjusted  Birth  and  Death  Hates 

The  adjusted  birth  and  death  rates  result  from  the  multiplication 
of  a district’s  "crude”  rates  by  a comparability  factor  calculated  and 
supplied  by  the  Registrar  General  to  each  district. 

This  is  necessary  owing  to  the  different  composition  of  district 
populations.  Crude  rates  do  not  show  these  differences  and,  therefore, 
fail  as  comparative  indices. 

e,g.  District  "A"  has  a high  proportion  of  aged, 
ill  or  infirm  residents  w^ho  will  obviously 
lower  the  birth  and  raise  the  death  rate 
figures.  Unless  some  adjustment  is  made  for 
these  factors  the  crude  birth  and  death  rates 
for  that  district  will  be  misleading,  compared 
\nth  District  "B"  which  may  have  only  a minority 
of  such  persons. 

The  adjusted  rates  can  be  taken  as  a truer  comparison  against  the 
adjusted  rates  for  another  district  or  the  crude  rate  for  England  and 
Wales.

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
environTrental  and  public  cleansing  services.  Mi'’.  R,  J.  Stanyard, 
your  former  Chief  public  Health  Inspector  for  the  past  13  years, 
left  at  the  end  of  February  to  take  up  the  post  of  Director  of 
Cleansing  and  Haulage,  Huddersfield.  One  cannot  help  admiring 
the  energy  and  drive  which  he  put  into  his  work  for  Denton  to 
give  the  town  its  progressive  Health  Department.  As  his  successor 
I am  keenly  aware  of  the  high  standards  he  set  for  me  to  maintain, 

1964  was  a most  difficult  year,  due  chiefly  to  shortage  of 
inspectors  up  to  the  autumn,  but  nevertheless  it  was  not  without 
some  progress, 

Denton  No, 7 Smoke  Control  Area  was  re-submitted  to  the  Ministry’- 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  for  confimmtion  in  February  and, 
although  there  were  only  one  or  two  minor  objections,  the  area  was 
not  confirmed  until  late  November,  I find  it  most  irritating  to 
read  and  hear  exhortations  from  Ministers  and  Members  of  Parliament 
to  local  authorities  to  speed  up  smoke  control  when  the  confirmation 
of  areas  takes  so  long,  Denton  planned  to  have  this  area  in  operation 
during  the  summer  of  1964  and  vras  in  no  way  to  blame  for  the  delay  of 
one  year  in  its  smoke  control  programme. 

No, 7 Area  is  based  on  the  use  of  hard  coke;  off-peak  electricity; 
gas  and  oil,  and  besides  being  the  largest  area  (in  number  of  properties) 
yet  undertaken,  the  conditions  for  grant  were  much  more  complicated. 

The  area  comes  into  force  on  the  1st  July,  1965,  by  which  time  about 
half  of  the  district's  households  and  two-thirds  of  its  acreage  vdll 
be  covered  by  Smoke  Control  Orders. 

The  St,  Anne's  Road  Depot  and  Tip,  opened  in  1962,  continued  to 
operate  satisfactorily  and  it  is  the  department's  constant  endeavour 
to  improve  the  services  provided.  A weekly  collection  of  domestic 
refuse  was  maintained  and,  for  accurate  control  and  costing,  100^ 
weighing  of  all  refuse  tipped  was  continued.  Restrictions  on  deliveries 
of  waste  paper  to  Board  Mills  v/ere  lifted  tovmrds  the  end  of  the  year, 
and  it  is  very  pleasing  to  note  that  last  year's  record  figure  of 
629  tons,  valued  at  £4,873j  v/as  handsomely  increased  to  681  tons, 
valued  at  £5,400.  Tiiese  are  excellent  results  for  a town  of  this 
size,  but  I know  by  the  amount  of  paper  still  going  into  dustbins 
that  there  is  an  even  higher  potential. 
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Good  progress  was  made  on  Manchester's  overspill  site  at 
Haughton  Green  and  this,  together  with  other  building  in  the  area, 
necessitated  the  strengthening  of  the  new  refuse  collection  round 
created  last  year  to  deal  with  this  development. 

Despite  increasing  use  of  the  Department's  special  collection 
arrangements  for  bulky  household  refuse,  considerable  difficulties 
continue  to  be  experienced  by  the  amount  of  rubbish  indiscriminately 
dumped  on  every  available  site.  Arrangements  were  also  made  to  tov/ 
away  and  dispose  of  scrap  cars. 

There  were  very  few  complaints  about  the  colour  of  the  vmter 
supplied  from  the  Longdendale  reservoirs,  and  one  can  now  assume 
that  this  problem  has  at  last  been  solved. 

The  second  five  year  Slum  Clearance  Programme  ‘has  now  fallen 
behind  schedule,  due  to  the  gap  in  the  Coimcil  building  programme. 

It  is  hoped  that  progress  on  Grange  Farm  site  in  1965  will  enable 
the  leeway  to  be  made  up.  Two  Clearance  Areas,  l/64  and  2/64,  both 
in  Grosvenor  Street,  were  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  for  confirmation.  Both  were  subsequently  confirmed, 
one  after  a public  hearing. 

Some  of  the  provisions  of  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises 
Act  1963  came  into  force  during  the  year,  and  the  augmented  staff 
almost  completed  the  registration  of  such  premises  by  the  end  of  the 
year.  There  was  a veritable  deluge  of  paper  from  the  Ministry  concerned 
with  this  Act  - Regulations,  advice  and  instructions. 

Four  Acts  of  Parliament  v;ere  passed  and  J8  sets  of  Regulations 
issued  during  the  year  which  affect  public  health  inspectors!  Apart 
from  the  many  regulations  issued  under  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway 
Premises  Act  probably  the  most  important  was  the  new  Housing  Act, 
this  Act  contains  important  new  provisions  with  regard  to  Improvement 
Grants,  and  some  amendments  to  the  Clean  Air  Act. 

It  will  be  appreciated  that,  despite  an  extremely  busy  year  and 
the  progress  made,  much  remains  to  be  done,  and  I forecast  that  future 
years  will  be  just  as  busy  as  1964  owing  to  the  constant  pressures  of 
new  legislation  and  the  expansion  of  the  district. 

In  conclusion  I would  express  my  gratitude  to  the  Chairiraa  and 
Members  of  the  Health  Committee  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for 
their  help  and  support.  I vrould  also  express  my  warm  appreciation  for 
the  loyalty  and  conscientious  hard  work  given  by  the  staff  in  the 
Health  Department.

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SANITARY  CIRCmiSmiCES  OF  TBE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLY: 

There  is  a constant  supply  through  mains  to  all  parts  of  the 
district  of  upland  surface  water  gathered  in  the  Manchester  Corporation 
Longdendale  reservoirs.  For  many  years  suspended  clay  and  peat  have 
caused  the  water  to  be  discoloured  and  a scheme  to  remove  this  by  the 
installation  of  filters  is  at  present  in  progress.  The  first  phase  of 
the  scheme  at  Arnfield  was  completed  in  1962  and  this  improved  the 
colour,  ViTork  on  the  second  phase  has  now  been  completed  and  there 
should  be  no  further  trouble,  150  partially  blocked  common  service 
pipes  were  satisfactorily  cleansed  and  a good  supply  restored. 

DRAINAGS  AND  SEWERAGE : 

The  drainage  of  the  district  is  on  the  partially  separate  system. 

The  sewage  from  one  area  is  collected  at  a pumping  station  and,  after 
separation  of  the  storm  v/ater  is  pumped  to  the  head  of  a gravitational 
sewer.  The  whole  of  the  sewage  from  the  district  is  delivered  ultimately 
to  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  by  way  of  t?70  main  outfall  sewers.  The 
process  of  treatment  at  the  sewage  works  consists  of  primary  clarification 
of  the  sev/age,  whereby  solids  are  removed  by  sedimentation  and  chemical 
precipitation,  followed  by  treatment  on  percolating  filters  in  which 
the  clarified  tanis  effluent  is  rendered  non-putrescible  by  bio-chemical 
oxidisation.  The  deposited  sludge,  vAich  is  screened  mechanically, 
gravitates  to  the  pump  house  and  is  pumped  into  digestion  tanks,  the 
digested  sludge  being  ultimately  dried  on  adjoining  drying  beds  and 
disposed  of  chiefly  for  use  as  an  alternative  to  farmyard  manure  and 
fertilisers.  The  rapid  growth  of  the  district  necessitated  extensions 
to  the  existing  sewage  disposal  works.  These  were  commenced  in 
September  1963  and  were  continued  throughout  1964.  Completion  is 
expected  in  1965. 

The  lov/  level  sewer  was  replaced  with  a larger  one  from  the 
Haughton  Green  overspill  site  to  the  Sewage  T/orks,  Additional  new 
sewerage  was  installed  on  housing  sites  now  being  developed.

REFUSE  COLLECTION; 

A regular  weekly  collection  from  all  premises  in  the  district  v/as 
maintained  by  means  of  four  rear  loading  diesel  engined  vehicles  with 
salvage  trailers.  The  dustbin  incentive  bonus  scheme  continued  to 
operate  satisfactorily. 

I\vo  further  waggons  were  regularly  employed  in  the  collection  of 
salvage,  trade  waste  and  special  collection  of  household  refuse  such 
as  bedding,  old  furniture,  etc.  and  a 10  cv;t.  van  for  general  purposes. 

These  services  are  operated  from  a combined  garage  and  depot  for 
the  Health  and  Highways  Departments  opened  in  April,  1962.  This 
includes  a maintenance  and  repair  section  for  the  whole  of  the  Council’s 
mechanical  vehicles  and  plant,

The  Council  is  a member  of  the  South  East  Lancashire  and  North 
Cheshire  Joint  Committee  for  the  Investigation  of  Atmospheric  Pollution, 
and  operates  three  volumetric  analysis  instruments  for  measuring 
pollution  by  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide;  one  in  the  Health  Department 
in  the  to^vn  centre,  one  at  the  Sewage  Works  in  the  No.  3 Smoke 
Control  Area,  and  one  in  a private  garage  in  No,  7 Smoke  Control  Area. 
The  results  of  the  observations  are  shovm  on  Page  38. 

60  smoke  observations  were  made  during  the  j'-ear.  ?(diilst  it  was 
not  necessary  to  take  legal  proceedings,  the  firms  concerned  were 
warned.  The  general  position  with  industry  in  Denton  was  generally 
satisfactory,  but  there  are  still  one  or  two  firms  where  equipment 
is  out  of  date  and  these  will  need  to  be  renewed  in  the  years  to 
come. 


Occasional  complaints  were  received  regarding  the  emission  of 
fumes  from  the  North  Western  Gas  Board's  Regional  Gas  Works.  The 
District  Alkali  Inspector  was  able  to  secure  some  improvements  at 
the  Gas  Works,  The  third  volumetric  instrument  installed  to  meter 
the  emission  from  the  Gas  Works  failed  to  show  any  significant 
increase  in  pollution  from  this  source. 

Denton  No.  7 Smoke  Control  Order  was  re-submitted  to  the  Ministry 
in  February  1964  but  confirmation  of  the  area  was  not  received  until 
the  24th  November,  1964.  It  is  a little  irritating  to  be  constantly 
exhorted  by  the  Govemiaeat  Minister  to  speed  up  the  process  of  smoke 
control  when  areas  take  so  long  to  confirm.  This  hold  up,  caused  by 
the  change  in  fuel  policy,  has  delayed  Denton's  programme  by  one  v/hole 
year.  No,  7 Area  was  the  largest,  most  complicated,  and  by  far  the 
most  expensive  undertaken  to  date.
